RKPOHT OF CITY CIVIL KMOINKKR. 


1. your city civil engineer, to whom was re- 
ferred the resolution of Councilman Hazzard In 
reference to the repalrlBg' of the Duck street 
eewer, d a m a ^ by high water, will report that 
the damage to the sewer is much greater than 
at first supposed. In clearing the debris out of 
the sewer, which had fallen Into the sewer and 
washed down quite a distance, another break 
was discovered, much greater than the one Im- 
mediately below Clinton street. 


Both breaks have been thoroughly repaired 
and the dirt replaced on and around the sewer 
In good shape, the cost (rf which Is shown on 
the Itemized blU of Joseph Derhelmer for labor 
and material In making the repairs. 
There 
should be more of a covering of earth or dirt 
over the sewer In order to protect It from win- 
ter frosts andihlgh water in turn. 


2. With reference to the contract of Daniel 
Hickman for the grading of the alley between 
Sherman street and Oakland street, from Spring 
street north, will report that there must be 
some provision for to carry off the surface 
water through a sewer or culvert. To cut the 
grade low enough to run the water through the 
alley would damage the 
property 
on 
the 
west side of the alley where late Improvements 
have been made, would leave the new stables 
on the corner of the alley and Spring street, 
west side, so high above the grade of the alley 
that the entrance from the alley would be cut 
off. The cost of the lumber for the culvert will 
be about $27,00. and would lessen the cost of 
grading to a certain extent. I therefore ask for 
Instructions before proceeding further with the 
Improvement. 


3. 1 win respectfully recommend thdt Second 
street be graded to the proper width from Wells 
street to cass street In order to give the neces- 
sary drainage. 


4. In reference to the sand pit at the alley be- 
tween Lafayette and Clay streets, south side of 
Virginia street^belBg located as It Is, where 
there Is almost any amount of trash dumped In- 
to Virginia street gutters, which Is washed Into 
the sewer through the sand pit and causes the 
choking up of the sewer—I have ordered a dif- 
ferent grate, so as toprevent the coarse ma- 
terial from passing Into the sewer through the 
sand pit. I also recommend that the old trap 
In the sand pit be taken out, and the trap re- 
placed by twelve Inch quarter angle pipe, the 
same as we use In all sand pits; and as Mr. 
Olds has his drain fi-om the privy trapped. 1 
think the can be no further trouble In that di- 
rection.

that hoiKjrable niem])er up with a bit of 
rag or wisp of straw, but this amounts to 
nothing more than a decoration. 
Those 
pedestrians who wish to be stately and 
dry shod thrust their bare feet into a 
half slipper arrangement of wood and oil 
paper, that is i)erohed on two wooden 
rests three inches high.

without the power to strike. The; wise 
old men got together,.and now I under- 
stand that an investigating committee ia 


- always ap}>ointed to determine the 


origin of tires, and, M a copsequence, 
'the fire rate ban greatly 'decreased. 
'Many of the Indians are weavers and 
pottery-makers. 
The cloths they pro- 


duce are Tory pretty, bright-colored 
fabricH, beautifully ombriThiored in cot- 
ton or silks as the wearer may desire. 
The shirt of their costume is mode like 
a square bag, with a hole for' the head, 
and,holes for the arms, and when .the 
skift it* fastened around the waist with 
their pretty belts the lower part of the 
skirt 
becomes a petticoat. Dretw a 


prettily-shaped and well-washed Indian 
girl in this costume, give her a bright 
turban, and let her balance the earthen 
water-jar gracefully on her head,'and 
you have a picture not soon to be for- 
gotten; and yet they seem to be un- 
aware now picturesque they look. . 


In the "Semana Santa," or holy 


week, these Indians will not work, and 
daring this time they eat nothing but 
bread and honey, not as a penance, but 
because they like it. 
The city of 


Qnezaltenango, about twelve leagues 
'distant, ia where they buy their bread 
for this week. They can buy just M 
•pod bread, and just as cheap, in 
Ilatalhuleu, only five miles away, but 
they cannot be persuaded to buy else- 
where than in Quozaltenaiigo. Each 
Indian has his plat of corn, frijolea, and 
banana and plantain tr^es, and truly as 
a elates they need not work nnle&s they 
are so inclined. They are experts ii 
managing banana trees. A tree once 
started its roots spread in every direc- 
tion, and the roots are said to have 
hijon (sons); because from many differ- 
ent jx>inte on the original root Mill 
spring up little .banana trees. These 
the Indian carefully detaches from the 
main root, and.the **Hon,M being trans- 
planted in some favorable spot, soon be- 
comes the father of many more, ote. A 
banana tree from the time it appears re- 
quires twelve iviontliH to produce a 
bunch of fruit, and it bears but once. 
When the bunch, which appears at the 
very top of the tree, ia fully developed; 
the'Indian, .using a sharp-pointed stick, 
gradually cuts through the trunk and 
heart of the tree until the-weight of the 
bunch of bananas draws the snramil 
near enough to the ground 'to permit 
gathering; this done the tree is allowed 
to rot on the. ground. Cutting through 
the tree with a pointed stick is a slow 
process, but an Indian will never out 
down a banana tree with bis machete, 
or long fttcel knife, for a superstition 
exists that steel coming in contact with 
the sap of the tree^uins the flavor of th< 
fruit to be gathered.
